FOOTBALL 


The  194-0  football  season  was  the  most  successful 
the  school  has  enjoyed  since  the  fall  of  1930.  We 
were  unfortunate  last  fall  in  being  able  to  schedule 
only  seven  games  and  one  of  these  was  forfeited  so 
we  were  faced  with  the  amazing  problem  of  having  a 
winning  football  team  and  no  one  to'  beat.  In  the  six 
games  played  the  boys  rolled  up  a  total  of  seventy- six 
points  against  twenty-seven  scored  against  them  by 
thoir  opponents. 

The  season  opened  on  September  26  when  we  tangled 
with  Scottvillc- 1  s  Spartans  on  the  local  field  and  de¬ 
feated  them  12-0.  Opening  the  season  with  a  victory 
was  a  new  sensation  for  the  Wildcats  and  their  stock 
rose  considerably  for  the  next  week ’ s  clash  with  the 
highly  vountod  Norsemen  of  North  Muskegon.  Several 
bad  breaks  early  in  that  game  put  our  boys  behind, 
but  they  fought  a  dogged  game*  though  ■ending  up  on  the  •*  . 
short  end  of  a  21-6  score. 

Hart  the  next  conference  foe  was  met  here  at  home 
and  the  ’Cats  again  started  thoir  winning  ways  defeat¬ 
ing  the  Pirates  13-0.  The  next  week  the  team  journeyed 
over  to  Ncwago  for  a  non-conference  game.  Their  scoring 
punch  was  missing  although  they  showed  plenty  of  spark 
at  mid-field.  As  a  consequence  the"  were  lucky  to 
win  b"  the  narrow  margin  of  7-6. 

On  October  23  tho  boys  went  up  to  Shelby  for  another 
conference  game  and  for  the  first  tine  in  tho  season 
rcall"  unleashed  their  offense.  The  team  worked  so  well 
that  oven  the  seconds  were  inspired  and  when  given  their 
chance  they,  too,  fought  the  Tigers  to  a  standstill. 

The  ’Cats  came  happily  home  that  day  victorious,  25-0". 

The  last  game  was  played  with  Ravenna  hero  on 
November  1.  The '’Cats  won  that  one  13-0  and  were  then 
ready  to  meet  St.  Marys  the  following  week,  however  the 
Saints  had  clegibility  trouble  and  forfeited  tho  game. 

The  forfeit  was  a  disappointment  because  the  Wildcats'  by 
then  wore  fully  aroused  and  enjoyed  playing  football  as 
no  Montague  squad  has  enjoyed  it  in  years.  The  terrific 
offensive  developed  by  Coach  Bond  had  given  Montague  fans 
a  now  thrill  and  the  boys  were  happy  in  their  football 
glory  <, 

Letter  winners  were  John  Snyder  and  Merle  Friday, 
freshmen;  Lamos,  Stewart,  Ragor,  Buchowski  and  Bob  Waokor- 
nagol,  sophomores.  The  largo  number  of  freshman  and 
sophomore  letter  winners  in  itself  furnishes  an  enjoyable 
prospect  for  next  year.  Of  the  juniors  the  following 
letter  winners  will  be  back  next  year,  Lindsey,  Omness, 
Edwards,  Fred  Smith,  Big  John  Snyder,  Grover,  Herb  Slate, 
Clayton  TLnckernagel ,  and  Lloyd  Grow.  Seniors  who  won 
letters  were  Captain  Hunt,  a  pillar  of  strength  in  the 
back-field,  both  offensively  and  defensively,  Gillan 
and  Stub  Grow,  pony  half-backs  and  three  exceedingly  fine 
linemen,  Fohlbrook,  Peterson  and  Scholl. 


The  prospects  for  next  season  are  so  good  that 
it  is  not  too  much  to  hope  for  a  conference  champion¬ 
ship  next  fall.  The  taste  of  victory  has  been  so 
sweet  to  the  football  team  that  enthusiasm  for  that 
sport  is  at  a  new  high  level.

BOYS  BASKETBALL 

Due  to  the  canceling  of  the  last  football  game 
the  boys  turned  out  for  the  basketball  season  earlier 
than  usual.  Many  candidates  turned  out  for  the  team 
and  it  looked  as  if  we  would  have  a  good  season,  but 
it  didn’t  turn  out  as  well  as  expected.  The  lack  of 
height  and  the  shortage  of  veteran  material  from  last 
year  was  the  reason  for  the  loss  of  most  of  our  games. 

Although  our  regular  season  wasn't  so  bright  we 
showed  our  ability  in  the  tournaments.  It  seems  when 
the  boys  got  the  spirit  and  fight  they  had  more  ability 
than  they  believed  themselves  to  have.  We  went  to  the 
tournaments  classed  as  a  weak  team,  but, played  Shelby 
the  first  night  and  won  from  them  a  very  thrilling  and 
hard  fought  battle  bv  the  score  of  26-19,  which  changed 
the  opinions  of  manv  people.  We  had  previously  beaten 
Shelby  30-29,  which  was  the  only  conference  game  we 
won,  but  weren't  expected  to  bo  a  match  for  them  in 
tournament.  Then  the  next  afternoon  we  again  won  a 
thrilling  see-saw  battle  from  Hesperia,  and  underdog, 
22-20.  Due  to  strain  and  lack  of  height  we  lost  to 
North  Muskegon  the  last  night  of  the  tournaments  by 
the  score  of  35-14-.  V/c  ended  the  game  with  lower 
classmen  and  second  team  players  showing  real  ability 
while  playing  against  the  strong  Norsemen. 

During  the  regular  schedule  we  lost  most  of  our 
games.  Losing  the  first  game  played  at  Newaygo.  We 
popped  back  two  gmaes  later  and  won  from  St.  Marys 
29-25.  Then  we  had  bad  luck  against  our  conference 
foes,  but  won  from  Shfclfcy}  *30-29,  Ylate  i no the  season.
